She came to Mrs. 
H ath a w a y’s 
house two weeks ago yesterday from 
N evad a, M o., under the name of 
Ethel Friezcill, and soon becam e a 
favorite with the roadame and in­ 
mates of the house as well as with 
the gentleman visitors. 


Mrs. 
H ath aw ay at once took a 
liking to the girl, who informed the 
m adam that her people resided at 
Butler, 
Bates 
county, 
this state. 
She further stated that 
for three 
years she had been an inmate of 


M am ie Price’s house of prosiitution 
in Fort Scoti, 
and it was she who 
had furnished the officials the infor­ 
m ation that resulted in M am ie and 
two of her male companions being 
sent to the Kansas penitentiary for 
burglary.
